SWUR/WATTMETER. The MFJ-@128 is a low loss meter primarily 
designed for 2 meter and 220 MHz operation. However it will 
function down to 21 MHz with reduced sensitivity. The MFJ-8412B8 


also has a field strength circuit built-in to monitor RF radiated 
signals.

1. SWR MEASUREMENT:
